Although these fighting men were. 


promptly recalled to their ship in the 
harbor, the cruiser Denver, on orders 
from Washington the incident was gen- 
erally believed to foreshadow the Im- 
minent collapse of the Palma govern- 
ment and the eventual absorption of 
the Cuban republic by the United 
States of America. 

Thousands of volunteer soldiers join- 
ed the rebel ranks, the officials of 
many towns co-operating. Telegraph 
wires were cut and railroad service 
paralyzed, while many large planta- 
tions were destroyed. Senator Zayas, 
the Liberal leader, who was said to 
head the provisional government, was 
in touch with Generals Guerra and 
Lonaz in a general movement to sur- 
round and capture Havana, Neverthe- 
less, they conveyed to Colwell their 
willingness to surrender to the author- 
ity of the United States, provided new 
elections should be guaranteed. On 
the other hand, it was said that Palma 
would rather surrender to the United 
States than to the rebels. All fighting 
was stopped pending negotiations 
when the extra session of the Cuban 
‘congress assembled Friday. 

In the meantime President. Roosevelt 
nd. his chief advisers conferred at 
Oyster Bay, and several additional 
warships were ordered to Cuban wa- 
ters, .The antiommemens, was made 
that Secretary of War Taft’ 

Secretary of State Bacon would pro- 
ceed to Cuba as the president's special 
representatives, to investigate condi- 
tions there and render all the assist- 
ance in their power to end the turmoil 
into which it has been thrown. 

President Roosevelt announced his 
intention in this matter in a letter to 
Senor Gonzalez de Quesada, Cuban 
minister at Washington. He ordered 
that the letter be made public at once 
and that a copy be placed in the hands 
of President Palma. 

The president says that he will not 
shirk his duty under article 3 of the 
treaty of Cuba (the Platt amendment). 
This confers upon the United States 
the right to intervene for the malnte- 
nance of a stable government, to pro- 
tect Hfe, property and Mberty. He 
says that it is imperative for !mme- 
diate cessation of hostilities and some 
arrangement for permanent pacifica- 
tion of the island, 

The entire available navy, if neces- 
sary, will be used, and the army ts 
now prepared to ship men to Cuba to 
put down the insurrection if it is deem- 
ed advisable. 

In his letter to Quesada the president 
significantly says, “There is just one 
way in which Cuban independence can 
be secured, and that is for the Cuban 
people to show thelr ability to continue 
in their path of peaceful and orderly 
progress.”

The construction of the new Press 


building has changed the entire use of, 
and demands upon, this corner. It is no 


longer in a residential section, but is 


now a part of the business area of the 
town, and must be treated as such. 
Unfortunately for landscapes, a business 
block must have light and air, and this 
is particularly true of a building de- 
signed for a printery. Some persons 
have criticised the location of the build- 
ing, feeling that*it sets too low. It 
will be found, in answer to this criticism, 
that when the Main street sidewalk is 
built, there will be a single step into the 
stores, making access to them easy and 
inviting. In bringing this about, it has 
been necessary to cut the sidewalk on 
Chestnut street. Here again there has 
been criticism as to the right of any 
authorities to do this, 

When the new Fress building was 
planned, it was located on the then ex- 
isting Main street line. That line was 
about nine feet further out in the 
street than the line of other buildings 
on the east side. The desirability of 
having a regular line the entire length 
of the business blocks, and the further 
desirability of having as much width in 
the travelled way as possible, led the 
Andover Press to agree to deed to the 
town a strip of land on Main street 
containing about a thousand square 
feet and of considerable value. In re- 
turn, the selectmen agreed to cut Chest- 
nut street sidewalk to a convenient 
grade, and to recommend to the next 
annual town meeting a cut down of 
Chestnut street to a true grade. The 
advantages of these changes will be com- 
mented upon at some other time, but 


they are referred to now to show that 


the Andover Press paid liberally for a 
concession that they never asked ‘for, 
but which was urged by: those who 
were very earnest for as wide a street 
as possible in the business section of 
the town. 

‘The plans for the improvement and 
ornamentation of the corner contem- 
plate setting new trees at the final 
grade that is fixed, and vines to cover 
the building, sogthat it is believed that 
within a year or two the corner of 
Main and Chestnut streets will be very 
attractive.

$25,000,000 For Western Union. 

At a special meeting the stockhold- 
ers of. the Western Union Telegraph 
company authorized an issue of $25,- 
000,000 of 4 per cent thirty year con- 
vertible bonds. The object is to pro- 
vide funds for the construction of new 
lines and for the purchase of new prop- 
erty. 

Scarcity of Labor Reported. 

The Dry Goods Economist recently 
sent postal cards to 3,000 of its sub- 
scribers in various states asking about 
the business condition and the outlook 
for continued prosperity. ~Not more 
than 1 per cent of the replies is pessi- 
mistic. The greatest difficulty, accord- 
ing to these replies, is the scarcity of 
labor at. prevailing wages. In textile 
and coal industries the output is only 
limited by the number of skilled work- 
ers available, ‘ 
Cut In Passenger Rates. 

In harmony with the recent reduc- 
tion of maximum passenger rates by 
the Pennsylvania railroad two other 
eastern trunk lines have made similar 
announcements—namely, the Erie and 
the Lackawanna. After Nov. 1 the.one 
way local fare on the Erie will be 24% 
cents a mile instead of 3 cents, and 
transferrable 1,000 mileage books will 
be sold for $20. On the Lackawanna 
the maximum passenger rates after 
Noy. 1 will be 2% cents a mile. Inter- 
changeable 1,000 mile books will be on 
sale for $25 instead of $30. 

American Time Recorders Win. 

Another yictory for American auto- 
matic machinery has been scored -in 
Germany, says the American Inventor. 
The German government, after long 
experiment to secure a satisfactory 
system of time keeping for all public 
employees, has given a large order to 
the rap nt Time Recording com- 
pany of Binghamton, N. Y. By this 
system each employee has his own 
number card, upon which the mechan- 
ism records the exact minute he ar- 
tives and departs. Thus at the end of 
the week he has his own pay card 
before him, made out by himself. 
Inventor Gets a Fortune. 

James F. Devlin, formerly *a sixty 
dojlar a month fireman on the North- 
western and-who for the last three 
years--has -been sat“ work “on a uew 
steam turbine engine at his home in 
Milwaukee, received last week a 
draft for $975,000 from the North Ger- 
man Lloyd Steamship company for the 
patents recently obtained on his de- 
vice. In addition Devlin is to be paid 
$100 a day for fifty days to superin- 
tend the ‘construction of the first en- 
gine under the patents, Work on this 
will begin at New York immediately.

Big Potatoes For Alcohol. 

In the hope of hitting upon the best 
plan to enable the American farmer to 
produce his own alcohol for light and 
fuel the department of agriculture has 
sent agents to Europe to study the 
large potato grown in many sections of 
the continent and arrange to introduce 
it im this country. It is several times as 
large as our common potato, and it is 
estimated that an acre of ground will 
grow enough to make 600 gallons of 
alcohol, which would provide light, 
heat and power for a farm household 
for one year. It is said that the pota- 
toes are still good food for stock after 
the alcohol has been extracted from 
them. The department has arranged 
with one western establishment to take 
10,000 tons of waste cornstalks and 
ends of beets, cobs to be used in ex- 
periments in the reduction of alcohol.

A census bulletin: of manufacturing 
industries for the calendar year 1905 
makes possible an interesting compar- 
ison between that year and the year 
1900. The number of manufacturing 
establishments in operation last year 
was 216,262, an increase of 4 per cent 
over 1900. Capital increased during the 
five years from $8,978,825,000 to $12,- 
686,265,673, or 41 per cent. In the same 
period the total value of products in- 
creased from $11,411,121,122 to $14,802,- 
147,087, a gain of 30 per cent. 

Pipe Lines Span Isthmus. 

The Union Oil company of San 
Francisco has completed an oil. pipe 
line across the isthmus of Panama with 
the capacity of 1,000 barrels an hour 
and steel receiving tanks’ of enormous 
capacity at Colon and Panama are near 
completion. The line is to be in oper- 
ation by November and the Union 
Steamship company. will add ten or 
twelve steamers to Its fleet. There are 
three taps to each mile to facilitate the 
use of the oil by the canal commission 
and It {s expected that oil burning loco- 
motives will be substituted along the 
line of the canal. 


First Hudson Tunnel Done. 

A party of engineers and contractors 
walked from Jersey City to New York, 
Sept. 12, under the bed of the Hudson 
river, making thus the first trip through 
the new Pennsylvania tube. The tun- 
nel was started from each shore, and 
so carefully was the work done. that 
when the two shields met under the 
middle of-the great river they were 
only one-sixteenth of an inch out of 
alignment. The pedestrians found the 
tube dry and the air considerably cool- 
er than above ground. At the dividing 
line between New York and New Jer- 
sey the walls were decorated with the 
flags of the two states. The trip occu- 
pied about one hour and fifteen min- 
utes. The mate to this tube will be 
completed in about a month. These 
twin tunnels are 6,000 feet long under 
the water and about twenty-five feet 
in diameter. Each will be used for 
traffic in one direction, thus keeping 
the currents of air constantly in mo- 
tion. ‘There are to be walks on each 
side of the tracks so that when trains 
are stalled passengers-can get out and 
walk to either end of the tunnel with- 
out danger.

Men would be more than human if 
they could frame a tariff as we framed 
_ the Dingley tariff of 1897 without mak- 
ing some mistakes. But it is far bet- 
ter to bear any mistakes, any iniquity 
that may be in any particular schedule 
of the tariff than to attempt a revision 
at the present time and for this reason. 
The moment you attempt to revise one 
schedule that we might think here in 
the Fifth district bore heavily upon us 
and which we would like to see 
changed, you would strike 150 other 
districts throughout the country that 
would say: “You want this particular 
schedule revised and changed; give us 
these changes;” and you would im- 
mediately enter upon a general tariff 
revision which in all the history of 
this country has never failed to upset 
business, to bring about disaster and 
depression both financially and indus- 
trially.

They do not 
call it tariff revision, but they talk 
about reciprocity. ~There-are quite a 
few Republicans in New England that 
have become converts to reciprocity, 
especially with Canada. Canada has a 
great many things that under reciproc- 
ity we could get much cheaper than 
we do now; but it is the same old 
thing; it means just the same as tariff 
revision. We are all in favor of reci- 
procity, real, true. McKinley reciproci- 
ty; that is, to exchange our goods with 
their goods with countries that are not 
competing with American labor. You 
have got to yield something and suffct 
something in order that somebody shall 
give up something to you. It would 
be very nice for us to have free wool 
from Canada. but I do not now what 
we could give for it. It would be most 
beautiful if the wool manufacturer 
could put in his wool at one end of his 
machine free and take it out at the oth- 
er end taxed. The trouble is that Ohi» 
and the western wool countries will say 
to you, “If you want protection on 
your woolen goods give us protection 
on the wool at we raise on our 
farms.” 

We are confronted with the proposi- 
tion of public ownership of public ‘util- 
ities and natural sources of production. 
You can all see that is a nice question, 
a broad, far-reaching, fundamental 
question not to be entered upon with- 
out the most careful consideration and 
in the most moderate way.

“I wish now to refer briefly to some 
features in regard to the principal in- 
dustries of this. great manufacturing 
district. It is well known that among 
ali the investments in manufacturing 
enterprises, among all the commodities 
which are produced In this common- 
wealth. the manufacture of cotten 
yarns and cloths stands pre-eminent. 
You will recall, if you have given it 
your attention, that during the past 
75 or more years of the development 
of this industry in thig city, there wag 
a time when the operation of ‘ cotton 
mills was attended with larger profits. 
Those of you who are familiar with 
the actual operation of those mills or 
who are the investors in any of those 
rroperties, are aware how meagre the 
profits in that particular industry are 
today. I have felt, as all who have 
been engaged in that industry or who 
have studied and become familiar with 
conditions in the city of Lowell and 
the Merrimack valley must have felt, 
that there was a demand for such 
action by the federal government as 
would not only preserve but also stim- 
ulate the development of this great 
cotton industry in the Merrimack val- 
ley. 

“Yet with his two terms in congress, 
I dare to ask my opponent so rich in 
bill-boards and red paint (laughter), it 
he can point to a single act, a single 
effort, a single thought or a single im- 
pulse that would indicate that after 
he reached the city of Washington he 
was conscious that a cotton sg hy 
exist. 


Massachusetts continued to

‘We find the mills of Lowell and 
jl.awrence mainly engaged In the man- 
ufacture of domestic fabrics. We are 
aware that in their earlier years these 
mills obtained their principal business 
und their largest profits from the man- 
ufacture of fabrics for exportation, 
which went to the great markets of 
the East. With the development of la- 
bor regulations, factory inspections 
and women’s and minor employment 
laws, however, which the Massachu- 
setts legislature in its wisdom has 
enacted, and which have tended ty 
e!evate the skill and moral conditions 
cf the employes of Lowell and Law- 
rence and other Massachusetts cities 
and towns, our employes and _ thelr 
employers have, nevertheless, been at 
a heavy disadvantage as regards the 
mills operating in the South and even 
as regards neighboring states. When 
we find down in Georgia, Alabama and 
the Carolinas mills operating 66 hours 
a week and in New Hampshire _ 0 
hours a week, in Rhode Island 60 hours 
a week and in other places 62 hours a 
week, with substantially no restric- 
tions on the employment of _ pitiful 
children and women, we are conscious 
that. our mills, operating under a 58- 
hour schedule, buili years ago without 
the modern improvements and the en- 
gineering skill which is frequent in 
the construction of modern mills of 
the South today, are ‘subjected t 
yrossly unfair competition. Nay, more 
we find ‘our mills developing anxiously 
in their production a higher and finer 
fabric requiring greater skill on the 
rart of the employes and resulting iv 
the payment to them of a higher scale 
of wages. That is very well so lone as 
these mills which have sprung up like 
mushrooms in the South have a legiti- 
mate market, and as long as they do 
not get into competition as~to the 
fabrics we attempt to produce in the 
cities of Lowell and Lawrence. There- 
fore, we found those mills down in the 
southern parts of this. country, built 
almost in. the. midst of the, 
fields, originally Gevoting all of their 
machinery tothe preparation and pro- 
duction of fabrics which went to 
the markets of China and the East 
Then came the embargo by the gov- 
ernment of Japan upon all of that im- 
portation into the province of Man- 
churia which had so long afforded a 
most extensive and liberal market for 
the mills of this ccuntry. Denied this 
foreign market, the mills of the South, 
whose spindles outnumber ours, now 
seek to produce any fabrics which will 
find a profitable sale So when people 
inquire: ‘Of what consequence is it to 
the people of Lowell and Lawren«rs 
and the mills of the Merrimack valley, 
whether there is any exportation ot 
cotton fabrics, sincé we are no longer 
engaged in the production of those ar- 
ticles,’ we find thai it makes just this 
difference: When the mills of the 
South are denied those vast Eastern 
markets, they concentrate thelr ma- 
chinery upon fabri«s which come into 
direct, immediate and crushing compe- 
tition with the mills. of this locality. 

But notwithstanding the valiant ef- 
forts of the few to subdue tre com- 
me?cial difficulties to which these mills 
are subjected: notwithstanding the 
criticisms which have been heaped up- 
on the men who honestly seek to pre- 
serve and promote the prosperity of 
their native city. we observe no single 
effort upon the part of the congress- 
man whose especial duty it is to guard 
the welfore of these mills and_ their 
employes, to develop the great indus- 
try for which this commonwealth has 
always been famous, and upon which 
we are particularly and peculiarly de- 
pendent. 

I wanted to ask him, as I ask 
you, whether he does not think that 
the first duty of an industrious and 
alert servant whom you send to Wash- 
ington is to seek the opening and ex- 
tension of these Eastern markets; to 
seek by legislation the enactment of a 


labor law which he, although no 
court has yet uttered it, pro- 
nounces would be. unconstitutional. 


I say that’ the representative of the
